Which 
he applies, or rather oppofles, to Chrifts 
Miracles, as though they were not con- 
vincing enough to prove him to be the 
Son of God, unlefs the Prophefies that 
went before, of the Miracles chat fhould 
be Wrought by the Afeffias, and his 
Miracles , be found Confonant , and 
Acreeing. By Prophecy he underftands, 
not only Verbal Predictions, of the Pro- 
phets, concerning Miracles, to be dones 
but the Types and Figures; as alfo the 
K 3 Stories . 
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Stories, and Events, recorded in Scrip. 
ture. All thefe -requifite to be known, 
for the inducing-ot Men to believe, 
That the Miracles of Chrift did prove 
his Ged- Head. Anfw. It is notde. 
ny’d, but other things, befides His 
racles, may be, and are, Arguments of 
the God - Head of our Blefled Saviour, 
as His Miraculous Birth, the Star, the 
Atteftation from Heaven, cc. as afore: 
and Prophefies too among the reft: but 
this is not the Queft. but Whether Chriffs 
Miracles alone, by themfelves, do 
Prove it fufficiently >? St. Fobn ( Chap. 
20. 31.) fayth they do, and Chrift 
Cas afore ) fayth it allo; and I hope 
that we may believe either of them, 
2. This Scripture doth nor prove the 
thing in Queftion, wiz. That Chrifis 
Miracles needed the Affiftance of Pro- 
phefy to prove what he was: But on- 
ly, That Prophefyes were a good Ar.

Prophecyes altogether 5~ Yea, 
I might doubt, Whether the Apoftles 
Faith at firlt, were right, when they be- 
lieved only, upon the Evidence of thag 
firft Asiracle, which he wrought in Ca- 
naa of Galilee, Jobe 2. 11. Nay, it 
might well be doubted, Whether their 
Faith were Salvifical, all his Life-time, 
until his Death, notwithftanding that 
of Afatth, 16.

For, it feems, they were not very wel] 
vers’d in the Verbal Predi¢tions, much- 
lefs inthe Types, Figures, Stories, and 
Events recorded in Scripture; but were 
ignorant unlearned Men, as to thefe 
things, untill Chriff, after His Refur- 
rection, opened their Intellect, that they.

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Miracles, one after another; yet can 
they not with aflurance conclude Chriffs 
God-Head, by, or from His Miracles, 
And yet Chrift ufeth this Argument, 
To prove His God - Head; ufeth it of- 
ten; ufeth ig more often, than any o- 
ther, than all other Arguments, that 
to that purpofe he ever ufed5 ufeth it 
as an Irrefragable Argument, Fob. 10, 
373; ufeth it as an Argument, that 
leaves Men, who are not convine'd by 
it, inexcufable, fob, 18.
